Pag' Honored

California Patrol 
Reveals Causes 
of Fatal Accidents

Single car crashes in which 
automobiles ran off the road­ 
way and overturned or 
struck some other object, ac­ 
counted for 28.4% of all fatal 
traffic accidents in California 
last year, reports Ihe Califor­ 
nia Highway Patrol.

Patrol Commissioner Brad­ 
ford M. Crittenden said Ihere 
were 871 single car accidents 
in which 983 persons were 
killed. One-fourth of them oc­ 
curred during the three-hour 
period from 1 a.m. until 4 
a.m.

"Four out of fivc of these 
accidents happened outside 
of cities," Crittcnden contin­ 
ued, "The information we 
gathered indicates one or 
more of three factors speed, 
drinking, and sleepiness  
contributed to almost all of 
them.

"This is definitely a kind 
of accident that the individ­ 
ual motorist can prevent. The 
answer lies partly in reduc­ 
ing speed not only to within 
the legal limit, but also to 
the speed at. which the driv­ 
er can keep his car under 
control. In addition, no per­ 
son should continue to drive 
when his reflexes are slowed 
by too much alcoholic bev­ 
erage or Just normal sleep­ 
iness." he concluded.

"In order to make the Tor­ 
rance Municipal Bus Lines 
self-sufficient, the number of 
residents using the lines 
would have to triple." Mar­ 
shall Chamberlain, director,

The. lines carry approxi-j 
mutely 2000 persons daily 
from 5:45 a.m. to 10:15 p.m. 
Fee for the service is 15 
cents, base fare, and 5 cents 
for every 'additional /one. 
There are two zones in Tor­ 
rance.

Chamberlain mentioned 
that'the city is too scattered 
with too many isolated tracts 
to provide more frequent 
service.

However, he mentioned 
that the lines attempts to 
serve the areas with the most 
requests.

In February, the down­ 
town merchants sponsored a 
"Ride the Bus" week. In this 
campaign, they paid for 26,- 
000 bus schedules costing 
about five cents apiece.

The drive was successful, 
but far too costly, Chamber­ 
lain said. Next time the 
schedules will have to come 
out of the department's fund.

In an attempt to serve the 
distant, isolated areas, the 
bus department is planning 
the purchase of 20 passenger 
busses. It has three of these 
small busses now. A stand­ 
ard bus carries 45 passengers.
